DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art references are Nozue [US 4,791 ,302] and Kawaguri et al. 
[US 2004/0021810]. 

Nozue discloses alignment of semiconductor chip areas for electron beam 
lithography by providing registration mark being a sehes of patterns of same shape and 
arranged in one direction at constant intervals. 

Kawaguri et al. discloses reflection sheet for reflecting surfaces. It comprises of 
substrate, protrusions provided on substrate and having curved front surfaces and 
reflection film provided on substrate having protrusions. 

However the prior arts fail to discloses the claimed: 

"a depression for depositing of a solution containing a semiconductor or a 
precursor thereof and a trough aligning at least part of an edge of the depression and 
separated from the depression by a protrusion." 

Since the references either singly or in combination do not show all elements of 
the claims, the subject matter of the claims is properly allowable.
